\*  IN  the  lad  number  of  thelc  papers, 
1 fuggefled  the  importance  of  both  the 
farmer  and  merchant,  dire&ing  their  rt-f- 
pe&ive  relations  into  th#  moll  natural 
channel  of  action,  as  the  only  true  basis 
upon  which  any  thing  beneficial  could 
be  rendered  to  our  country.  I fugged- 
ed,  that  the  merchant  had  heretofore 
been  engaged  in  exporting  tiie  circula- 
ting medium,  to  ihe  great  injury  of  the 
farming  clafs  ; that  the  farmer,  from 
that  caufe,  had  been  compelled  to  carry 
bis  own  produce  to  market,  under  every 
circumftance  of  eilibarrafment  ; ana 
that  fuch  adeflnuffive  policy  was,  in  ev. 
try  fenfe  of  the  word,  unnatural.  I re- 
marked, alfo,  that  the  cefliun  of  Louifi- 
ana  to  the  United  States  had  placed  the 
MilTifTippi  in  our  hands,  and  given  free- 
dom to  its  navigation  ; that  merchants 
of  capital  oV  of  enterprize  would  conic- 
quently  fettle  on  the  fhoresof  that  river; 
that  the  old  mode  of  exporting  our  cafli 
by  the  route  of  Bittfburgh,  and  of  ma- 
king importations  through  that  channel, 
fliould  altogether  ceafe  ; becaufe  titer, 
■would  be  a more  general  advantage  by- 
directing  commerce  through  its  nature: 
medium , the  Miflillippi. 

Having  luggelted  the  above  prelime- 
narv  remarks,  it  was  needfary  to  devel- 
ope  two  different  points : 

lit.  The  practicable  mode  of  produ- 
cing a change  in  our  prefent  fyl- 
tem. 

2dlv.JThe  united  advantages  of  the 
full  operation  of  the  plan  propo- 
fed. 

Ftoin  a devslopement  of  thefe  point- 
I concluded  it  would  appear  that  the 
Miflillippi  is  the  only  natural  channel. 
through  which  our  importation  (houlc! 
be  made  ; and  that  the  markets  on  its 
waters  and  beyond  them,  the  only  true 
markets  relative  to  the  merchant. 

I now  proceed  to  the  invefligation  of 
the  fubjeci. 

Whenever  the  mercantile  body  in  the 
weftern  country  difeover  aii  inclination 
to  relinquilh  their  importations  by  the 
route  of  Pittfburgh,  and  to  make  them 
by  the  Miflillippi,  it  is  probable  that 
branches  of  many  of  the  Philadelphia 
houfes  will  he  eftabliffied  at  Orleans. 
It  will  be  greatly  to  the  iiueieft  of  thefe 
houfes  to  open  markets  for  the  fupply  of 
the  weflern  merchants  ; and  it  is  not 
probable  that  the  importance  of  the 
meafnre  will  long  remain  concealed 
Should  this  be  the  cafe,  a large  portion 
of  the  European  importations  will  cen- 
tre at  Orleans  and  the  Natchez,  fur  tin 
fupply  of  the  weflern  coutitrv. 

The  mercantile  body  here,  have,  there- 
fore, nothin-r  more  to  do  than  to  evinc'. 
fuch  a .lifpolition  to  change,  and  the  ef- 
f.-ft  will  be  produced.  Their  trade  to 
Philadelphia  and  Baltimore — their  ge  n- 
eral uunfhiality — and  the  capacity  th 
pofTefs  to  perpetuate  their  credit  abroad, 
are  all*  fuch  important  co-  fidt  rations 


with  the  Atlantic  merchant,  that  the 
delire  of  continuing  their  correfpon 
dence,  will  induce  him  to  coalcfce  with 
the  weflern  trader,  in  embracing  fuch 
meaftnes  as  may  be  mutually  beneficial 
from  ideas  of  interefl. 

I have  nftumed  a principle  that  may 
be  reduced  to  pra&ice  ; and  it  is  upon 
this  principle  that  the  change  in  our 
prefent  ruinous  fyflem  mu  ft  be  nr  de. 

But  it  will  he  aflred,  how  are  our  im- 
portations to  be  made  by  the  channel 
of  a river  whofe  current  is  fo  rapid,  and 
whofe  navigation  to  Orleans  is  12  or 
1500  mil-s  from  our  markets  ? It  is  true 
that  thefe  are  furious  evils  which  can 
never  be  eSeflually  removed  ; but  thev 
mav  be  greatly  alleviated  by-  art  and  in 
genuity.

The 
farmer,  not  like  an  individual  who 
feels  the  confeioufnefs  of  indepen- 
dence, 1 perceive  engaged  in  barter 
mg  his  produce1  for  European  luxu- 
ries ; and  his  eternal  complaint  feems 
to  fie,  not  that  he  cannot  fupport 
hitnfelf  and  his  family  in  decency  and 
:i  plenty,  bst  that  he  has  not  a great 
f command  over  thofe  articles 
which  fupply  the  cravings  of  fenfu- 
nlity  and  appetite.  So  that  your  ex- 
ertions mult  tend  to  the  gratification 
of  fenfuality,  orycu  are  diffatisfiec! 
and  unhappy  -.—Unlike  the  fanner 
of  Europe,  who  knows  no  factious 
wants,  and  is  contented  if  he  can 
fupply  thole  which  are  real.  In  the 
ntidft  of  all  this  gratification  of  fenfe, 

,'ou_do  not  feem  to  advance  like  F-u- 
opjeans  in  knowledge  ; but  remain 
ftationary  or  at  a reding  place  : — 

You  elhiblifh  no  fchools,  found  no 
academies  and  colleges,  and  make  no 
provifion  for  the  education  of  the 
riling  generation.  But  1 fliall  make 
more  particular  enquiries  upon  this 
fubjeCl  hereafter.  As  to  your  mo- 
rals, they  appear  little  better  than 
thofe  of  the  voluptuary  of  Europe  ? 

For  even  yourltlves  complain  of 
tricks  and  Stratagems,  againll  which 
it  is  in.poflible  to  guard — Indeed  1 jlflall  choofe  the  Vi 
have  heard  people  boaft  of  it,  as  an 
honour  to  your  country,  that  you 
have  {harpers  and  fpeculators  fupe- 
rior  to  thofe  of  Europe  : and  if  this 
be  true,  it  augurs  little  that  is  favor- 
able to  the  ltate  of  your  morals.
